Neither    are   they   fully   to   be 
called   images,   because   they  generate  still, 
and  cast  their  seeds  in  the  minds  of  others, 
provoking,    causing    infinite    actions    and 
opinions  in  succeeding  ages. 
Those  of  us  who  are  a  part  of  Lincolnview  can  be 
truly  proud  of  our  high  school  library.  The  materials 
are  there  to  build  better  students  and  better  citizens.

Each  year  the  Lincolnview  Chapter  of  the  Future  Farmers  of  America 
participates  in  many  community  and  school  activities  as  well  as  sponsoring 
many  activities  in  its  own  chapter. 

At  the  county  fair  the  chapter  had  100%  participation  with  207  entries. 
The  14  boys  entering  at  the  State  Fair  received  30  A's  and  2  B's.  As  the  new 
school  year  began  the  F.FA.  boys  start  their  seed  corn  sales  which  is  the 
major  money  making  project  for  the  chapter.

The 
chapter  also  participates  in  the  public  speaking  and  district  parliamentary 
procedure  contest.  This  year  they  won  a  silver  medal  for  a  prepared  speech 
and  a  bronze  medal  for  the  extemporaneous  speech.  The  parliamentary 
procedure  team  received  a  gold  rating.
